Bill Introduced in Legis- 
lature to provide co-oper- 
ative Elevators. 


EDMONTON, March 12.—A bill to 
provide for co-operative elevators was 
introduced in the Alberta legislature 
today. The bill provides that the go- 
verninent will advance 85 per cent of 
the cost of erecting or acquiring the 
elevators, the money to be repaid in 
20 annual installments, The legisla- 
ture may also grant money to be in 
the hands of the parent organization 
to be known as ‘The Alberta Co-oper- 
utive Elevator Company, Limited,” 
with a directorate composed of the 
executive of the United Farmer's of 
Alberta and the local boards at each 
point where an elevator is established, 

The capital stock isto be divided 
into shares of $60 each and no’ person 
may hold more than 20 shares, the 
transfer of which will not be valid un- 
less approved by the directors, 


The company is required to estab- 
lish an elevator at cach shipping point 
where farmers owning or cultivating 
at least 6000 acres, secded to grain, 
tributary to the shpping point, re- 
quest the elevator to be established 
and subscribe stock equal to the cost 
of establishing the elevator. 

‘Lhe elevator capacity must be at 
least 10,000 bushels for each 2000 
acres actually seeded to grain. 

After payment outof the proceeds 
from operation of the current liabili- 
ties and an annual payment to the 
province the company may pay a divi- 
dend not exceeding 8 per cent. After 
making a payment tothe reserve fund 
it may distribute the balance among 
the shareholders and patrons.

Editor, “Gold and Dross”: 


Inotice that in answering queries 
regarding real ostate in Bow Island 
you speak discouragingly of this town 
asaninvestment, You aro evidently 
not aware thay the prospoct of this 
town has changed considerably siuce 
your visit to the West. 


On the 10th inst. a by-law was pas- 
sed, without adissonting vote, to is- 
sue debentures to the extent of $40,000 
for the purpose of boring a municipal 
gas well.

Clever Way In Which This Affair May 
Be Carried Out With Small Expendi- 
ture of Time or Trouble—Deciding 
For Oneself. 


Dear Elsa—If you want an idea for 
ap afternoon entertainment why don't 
you be op to date and give a modern 
version of the old time quilting party?

On each of the muslin squares is 
written the name of some wild or do- 
wwestic animal, and it is the guest's 
dnty to sketch the animal named on 
the muslin and outline it with the 
black cotton, 

When all the squares are finished 
find put together by hand this patch- 
work is used for the top covering for 
a cottoh quilt, 

You have no idea the sport created 
by the funny attempts at drawing the 
figures, and many really good looking 
squares are turned out when fancy 
stitches are used to outline the ani- 
mals. At my quilting party I gave 
prizes for the three best squares, 

Another clever idea to be used at 
these afternoon thimble affairs is a 
“Mother Goose” suggestion. The guests 
are asked to cut out of the squares of 
muslin any figure that can be found in 
this well loved old novsense book, 

This selection leads to a wide vart- 
ety of figures, all interesting and all 
pictures that will be a delight to a 
child, no matter how crudely they are 
made. 

The “Goose” figures are of white 
muslin, mounted on squares of red or 
dark bine. They sbonid be sewed on 
with buttonbole stitch with eitber

Unusual Waye of Serving Celery and

with a fork but are not in danger of 
breaking. Reniove to the serving dish 
and fil! each apple with a misture of 
chopped raisins, dates and figs. Poura 
little of the sirup over them and gar- 
nish with whipped cream. If desired 
uncooked apples may be used, in which 
case the skin should be left on. Red 
apples are the most attractive. 


COLONIAL RUGS. 


The Hand Woven Sort Are Again In 
Favor. 

The hand woven rug or the colonial 
squares have come back to favor in 
the general return to the colonial 
styles of interior decoration that bave 
swept over our homes. 

There are many forins of hand wov- 
en rugs, the braided form being the 
easiest. A single braid of three strands 
is made of strips of cottou materials 


braiding is begun. 

The plaited rug can be in a round 
form or a long oval rug. Some women 
are emphasizing one color, and there- 
fore the long strips are dyed by any of 
the directions that come with reliable 
dyes on the market. 

A hooked rug may be made of pieces 
of linen, silk, gingham, ete., and a 
piece of burlap or bagging. 

The small pieces are pulled up 
through the weave of the burlap by 
means of a rug hook. The strands are 
drawn tightly on the under surface, 
and when finished the wrong side re- 
sembles a series of plain stitches, On 
the upper side there are loops one inch 
deep, The whole material is filled in 
with loops in single patterns, Squares, 
circles, borders, etc., are marked off 
and then filled in. When 
these loops should be cut about a 
quarter of an inch off the top. ‘The 
result will be a soft, solid pile. 


To Destroy Pests. 

There is a simple remedy for destroy- 
ing insects that are sometimes found 
on household pets--dogs, cats, birds, 
etc.—which is not generally known, but 
which is said to be absolutely sure in 
its results. It is simply to wash the 
animal with the water in which pota- 
toes have been boiled. When prepar- 
ing the vegetables for dinner put plenty 
of water in the vessel in which they 


thoroughly cooked, pour this water off 
into a bucket or pan. When it is al- 
niost cold apply it to the skin of the 


care that it soaks well into tbe skin 
if the animal bus long bair or thick 
fur; then with a soft scrubbing brush 


separating the hair as you work, 


Do not rinse this of with clear 
water. Let it dry thoroughly first; 


| then wash the animal with clear water 
and a good strong soap. The first ap- 
plication is generally effectual, but if 
the case is a stu®born one it had bet- 


| to destroy the eggs. 

This is also a cure for the parasite 
in which mange originates and is said 
to destroy plant lice also. 


Cream of Mushroom Soup. 

Teel and cut one pound of fresh 
mushrooms, put them in a porcelain 
lined kettle, cover with a quart of 
Night stock (chicken or veal) and cook 
until tender, 
and, returning to the kettle, add three 
or four tablespoonfuls of sago and 
cook twenty minutes longer, when you 
may season it and add one quart of 
scalded milk. ‘Take one cupful of the 
| soup and iuix with the beaten yolks of 
| four eggs and slowly pour the mixture 
back Into the soup. Serve at once.
